As used in this chapter, "legal proceeding"” means any

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any state agency or governmental subdivision which is quasi=
judicial in nature and which has direct legal implications to

any person.
EXPLANATION

This bill relates to interpreter fees for interpreters
appointed by the court for any party, witness, or other
participant in any juvenile court proceedin% who cannot speak
or understand the English Ian?uage- The bill provides that
the county shall pay reasonable compensation for such an
interpreter up to the county"s base funding formula as
specified in Code section 232.141, subsection 3. Under that
formula, the state reimburses a county for any expenses that
exceed the county base.
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
